CUBAN AMBASSADOR ATTACKS CANF 

Fernando Remirez, Cuban emissary to Washington, has accused the Cuban American 
National Foundation of terrorism. The CANF, probably the best known and most robustly 
financed anti-Castro group in the USA, and also the operator of La Voz de la Fundacion, 
has been defensive since a New York Times article linking the CANF with violence in 
Cuba. The Times cited Luis Posada Carriles as a source that the CANF had financed a 
campaign of bombings and assassination attempts in Cuba targeted against Fidel Castro, 
and that they were responsible for a recent series of bombings at Cuban hotels, restaurants, 
and discos. 

Cuban emissary Remirez, speaking to the Associated Press in a July 25 story, said that the 
USA has financed sabotage inside Cuba for nearly four decades. "It's been very clear that 
CANF has been linked to and participated in terrorist activities," said Remirez. 

CANF chairman Alberto Hernandez denied the Times charges in a statement to the AP. He 
said that the Times allegations were "outrageous and malicious," threatening legal action 
against the newspaper unless it printed a retraction. Hernandez and CANF officials told the 
AP that the Cuban American National Foundation "seeks change in Cuba only through 
peaceful means." 

The situation is probably the biggest blow to the CANF since the death of its former leader 
Jorge Mas Canosa. Why not tune in to WRMI so that you can hear what La Voz de la 
Fundacion has to say about all this? The current schedule remains Monday through 
Saturday between 1000 and 1300 UTC on 9955 kHz. 

AFGHANISTAN 

Last month we discussed Afghan clandestines in the context of the United States cruise 
missile attack on radical Arabic fundamentalist camps supposedly operated by Osama bin 
Laden. Since then the major political development in the region has been a massive 
buildup of Iranian troops at the Afghan border in response to the killing of several Iranian 
diplomats inside Afghanistan. The latest reports as I write this column suggest that Iran is 
considering the difficulties that a guerrilla war against the Afghan Taliban would present. 
The USSR learned this lesson during a long period several years ago. But, the situation is 
tense, and it could spill over into various clandestine stations. 

As usual Nick Grace and Martin Schoech are covering up to the minute information about 
worldwide clandestines on the Clandestine Radio Intel web site. You can still point your 
browser to http://www.qsl.net/ybOrmi/cland.htm to access this award-winning internet

Citing BDCMS and the September NASWA Listener's Notebook by Al Quaglieri, 
Clandestine Radio intei notes that Radio Afghanistan was "overtaken by Taliban forces on 
August 10 and has since become the Radio Voice of Shari'ah of Takhar Province. The new 
schedule appears to be 1500-1840 UTC on 7199 kHz, with a 15 minute English program 
scheduled at 1645. Logs of this one in the 40 meter ham band are going to be impossible 
from North America unless they change the time schedule. 

COLOMBIAN CLANDEST1NES 

The number of pure clandestines operating in the Western Hemisphere has trickled to a 
tiny handful. Two that still appear to be on the air are the ELN's Radio Patria Libre and the 
even more radical Voz de la Resistencia, both apparently operating from within Colombia. 
To my knowledge, almost no North American DXers have heard either of these stations 
from North America during the last three or four years (see below). They therefore stand as 
superb DX targets for us, particularly with fall reception conditions returning. Earlier 
sunsets might give us a shot at these stations, but be prepared for severe reception 
difficulties. 

Henrik Klementz of Colombia seems to be the primary individual who hears the stations 
on a reasonably regular basis. In Numcro Uno #1484 he notes logs of Voz de la 
Resistencia on 6239.8 kHz, heard with two hour broadcasts at 1400 and 2000 UTC. The 
1400 transmission has a daylight path to North America, so it won't be heard here, but by 
2200 it is starting to get late enough that we have a greyiine starting to emerge with 
Colombia. Thus, it will pay to tune around the area above 49 meters to look for this 
extremely rare station. In July, Klemetz noted that the 6250v kHz frequency of Radio 
Patria Libre had become active, but according to Clandestine Radio Intel, he now says that 
they have re-emergcd on 3250.2 kHz for a while before 2100 UTC. I'm not sure if this is a 
typo for 6250, or if the station has genuinely moved down to 90 meters. 

In Numcro Uno #1458, Bob Wilkner of Florida reported a Patria Libre logging, and Ed 
Rausch also says that he heard them last winter. So, it's time to start scanning these 
frequency ranges in an attempt to hear the elusive Colombian clandestines. Nick Grace 
reported on Clandestine Radio Intel that the ELN was in the midst of political negotiations 
with the Colombian government, so it is hard to tell how much longer these stations might 
be on the air. 

CUBANS GO ORT 

Jeff White of WRMI notes that two anti-Castro Cuban stations that formerly bought time 
on Jeffs station have ceased their shortwave programming. Both Caribe Llama Cuba and 
La Voz del Escambray are not using WRMI's facilities any more. 

However, Armando Mastrape of the Clandestine Radio: An Anti-Castro Historiography 
page, still found on the web at the http://polisci.home.mindspring.com/ach.html URL, 
notes that two new programs are using WRMI. La Voz de la Disidencia, the station of 
Grupo de Apoyo a la Disidencia, is scheduled on Saturday and Sunday for a half hour at 
2130 on 9955 kHz. This group has a web site at http://www.gad.org/ for those interested 
in seeing them on the internet. In addition, La Voz de los Plantados, the station of 
Plantados Until Freedom and Democracy in Cuba, is on the air Monday to Friday at 0100, 
Saturday at 0230, and Sunday at 2230 on 9955 kHz. This group allegedly has a web site 
also, but I unfortunately lost the URL. There is a discussion from the Miami Herald on the

NIGERIAN TARGETS 



CDX via Clandestine Radio Intel mentions that Voice of Free Nigeria has left the air "as a 
result of poor audience-relations results." However, the granddaddy of the Nigerian 
clandestines, Radio Kudirat Nigeria, remains active for an hour at 1900 UTC on its 
traditional 6205 kHz frequency. 



LIANGAS HEARS VOICE OF THE WORKER 

Clandestine DXer Zacharias Liangas of Italy reports that he heard Voice of the Worker in 
Arabic on August 17 on parallel frequencies of 3900 and 4750 kHz at 1742 UTC on 
August 17. The signal was slightly stronger on 3900 kHz. These are slight frequency 
moves in both cases. 

Zacharias also heard the 3850 kHz transmitter of the Iranian Communist Party in Farsi at 
1757 UTC on August 17. A female announcer was mixed with some western music. The 
station jumped frequencies somewhat. Zacharias reports that at 1805* sign-off they were 
on 3870 kHz. The intemationale communist song closed out the show. 

Last month 1 somehow neglected to mention another interesting log from Zacharias. On 
10000 kHz at 1638 on June 27 he heard a male announcer in an unidentified language 
talking under the time signals normally inhabiting this spot. He tentatively heard mention 
of the Al ahram' newspaper and a possible Radio Cairo ID. Has anybody else been noticing 
anything on the time signal frequencies? 

RUGER HEARS PIRATE BEACONS 

ACE member Randy Ruger clarifies a tip that appeared in the March Monitoring Times 
"Below 500 kHz" column. Randy heard two pirate beacons on March I . One transmitted 
about 50 dashes a minute on 6851.3 kHz at 0022 UTC. Another had a 27 dash per minute 
rate on 4095 kHz at 0203. If anybody else hears stations like this, Tom Sevart would like 
to hear about it for the ACE Covert Communications column. 



VOICE OF MOJAHED? 

Randy Ruger also sends in an unidentified clandestine logging that he noted on August 25 
from 0200-0224 UTC. The station was jammed, and thus jumped around between 6220 
and 6270 kHz. Randy notes that Passport to World Band Radio lists the Voice of Mojahed 
in this frequency range, but at a later time. Can anybody help Randy on this one? 

BBCMS PROFILES 

Once again this month we have a handful of clandestine station profiles from BBC 
Monitoring Service, courtesy of Grove Enterprises and Monitoring Times magazine. Given 
the QRT of Satellite Times, Grove has announced that MT has expanded its page count and 
communications coverage. We owe Bob Grove a plug for his excellent cooperation with 
ACE over the years. Current subscription rates to MT are $23.95 in the US, $36.50 in 
Canada, and $55.45 elsewhere via PO Box 98, Brasstown, North Carolina 28902. 

Congo. Radio Candip, operated by.Radio Candio-ISP in Bunia, normally uses 5066 kHz 
for broadcasts in French and Swahili from 0400-0700 and 1330-1800 UTC. Alternate 



frequencies are 7150 and 3390 kHz. Rebel forces took over the station in August. The 
station traditionally relayed RTNC news from Kinshasa. It still has a news program that it 
claims is a RTNC relay, but the content of the broadcast is provided by the rebels instead 
of a genuine RTNC show. The station sometimes uses a local FM relay. If you hear them, 
reports go to Boite Postale 373, Bunia, Democratic Republic of Congo. 

Iraq. The Voice of the People of Kurdistan is scheduled daily on 4060v kHz from 0200- 
0500 UTC, on 6030v kHz from 1130-1330 UTC, and on 4060v kHz from 1445-1800 
UTC. Operated by the Patriotic Union of Kurdistan, their Arabic ID is "sawt sha'b 
kurdistan." The station is currently celebrating its tenth anniversary on the air. Jalal 
Talabani's Patriotic Union of Kurdisatn (the PUK) operates the station. You can check out 
this one at their http://www.puk.org web site. Reports can be sent via e-mail using their 
wcbmaster@puk.org address. 

Iraq. The Voice of Iraqi Kurdistan is scheduled on 4085v kHz daily from 0245-0500 and 
1645-1900 UTC. This one is operated by Mas'ud Barzani's Kurdistan Democratic Party. 
Their Kurdish ID is "era dangi kurdistana Iraqiya," while their Arabic ID is "sawt kurdistan 
al-iraq, sawt al-hizb al-dimuqrati al-kurdistana al-iraqi." Amazingly, this one is celebrating 
its 25th anniversary (sic) this year. Reception reports go to the KDP Press Office, Post 
Office Box 7725, London SW1 V 3 ZD, UK. 

Nigeria. Ogene Ndigbo Radio has been on the air since July from the Eastern Mandate 
Union Abroad and the World Igbo Council. It uses the 15460 kHz frequency of WHRA in 
Maine for an hour at 2100 UTC on Wednesdays. BBCMS says that occasional items in 
English are broadcast, but that most programming is in Igbo. Similar shows from Yoruba 
and Ijaw ethnic groups are supposedly aired on Mondays and Fridays. The address for 
reports is Ogerie Ndigbo Radio. Post Office Box 91425, Washington, DC 20090. If you'd 
rather phone or fax them, the numbers are (301) 490-0082 for phone and (301) 779-8085 
for fax. 

CLANDESTINE RADIO WATCH 

We have previously mentioned the excellent Clandestine Radio Watch newsletter operated 
by Nick Grace and Martin Schoech. Martin sends news about this tremendous e-mail 
service. They recently took a poll of their readers, and found that 80% of them replied to 
the poll questions. The newsletter comes out biweekly, and is not dissimilar to the Free 
Radio Weekly except that it covers clandestine news. If you have clandestine news, send 
them to CRW via Nick Grace's yb0rmi@letterbox.com e-mail address.

NEWS, GOOD & BAD: Micro Radio's face is changing daily; 
some battles won, others lost, but the war isn't over yet. 
First, a success story! 

Most of you know that Allen Weiner's legal shortwave station 
WBCQ is now on the air and was to have begun testing with 50 
KW on 9/9/98. I logged the station in on 9/8/98 at 0OC9 UTC 
on 7415 kHz, AM mode! Even though Allen Weiner was not 
involved with micro-radio (that I know of) , his is still a 
success story in patience and persistence. To "keep on 
keepin' on" surely pays off sometimes! 

For those new to the hobby, Mr. Weiner had been harassed for 
years for operating free radio stations; in fact, he had a 
legal AM translator station on 1610kHz AM that he originated 
programming from, but was shut down. 

For those of you who have been keeping up with micro-radio 
and the proposals before the FCC, there are still three 
proposals on the table, even in light of a handful of 
stations being shut down in recent weeks. I have SO much 
material now, via mail and the Internet, that it's gonna be 
hard to condense and include it here — the most timely will 
be reported, with timeless info included as our kind Editor 
will permit (thanks, Steve!). First, some mail from Talia & 
Rich Jurrens in TX: 

Without making more waves than have already been made, the 
Houston Chronicle reported on "Montrose Radio", a 33 watt FM 
pirate radio station, that uses air personalities with 
alternate names for self protection. The station has applied 
for a waiver to allow it to operate legally, which could 
cost the collective running the station $8000 just to pay 
for the FCC hearing. The station operators' reason for 
running the station is, in their opinion, because "there is 
a large part of the community spectrum which is virtually 
ignored by much of the major media" and "commercial 
radio. . .denies too many people a voice — just like cable TV, 
radio ought to provide public access opportunities". I 
agree! We all wish "Montrose Radio" good luck! 
The good news is that many stations around the country 
continue to thrive and build audiences, with new stations 
popping up every week- an impetus hard to ignore. The bad 
news is the FCC and NAB (National Association of 
Broadcasters) are teaming up to find & shut down as many 
micro-stations as possible — some, in my opinion, on trumped- 
up charges such as "interference"- and we ALL know, a 100 mw 
to 100 watt station canNOT compete with a 50KW flamethrower 
station! In fact, I did \a site-survey with several radios 
(home stereo, portable, and auto) to check on interference 
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from legal stations-and MANY (mostly rock S roll stations) 
were SO overprocessed they seemed to be considerably over 
the FCC limits for adjacent channel interference; I could 
hear them over 200 kHz off center channel. I think 
overprocessing is not only to capture an audience, but to 
COVER UP AS MUCH ADJACENT CHANNEL SPACE AS POSSIBLE to keep 
micro-stations from filling the gaps- what do YOU think? 
Now, the bad news: a recent Miami, FL bust included "Hot 
97", a station lauded by the community as a "blessing" due 
to it's airing of information and promotion of morals. 
After two years of serving the public through fund-raisers 
for ill children, holding live call-in shows with topics 
ranging from teen pregnancy to drug abuse, "Hot 97" is 
amassing 10,000 signatures from the public, fighting to get 
back on the air. "Just to get to the kids, it's worth it", 
Brindley Marshall of Hot 97 stated. "If we don't, who 
will?" Miami-Dade Police Officer Kanya Howard was quoted as 
saying, "This station is the center point of the community- 
they help us out a lot. It's sad, as soon as we were working 
together, it's disbanded." The FCC confiscated all 
equipment; Marshall is filing the necessary paperwork to get 
it back. David Fiske of the FCC mentioned that Miami 
International Airport was calling about interference last 
fall-how about all those so-called LEGAL broadcasters with 
their overprocessed transmissions, Mr. Fiske??? 
Next, in Washington DC, crime capital of the USA, "WISD, D- 
Mart" was told to cease operations by the FCC after four 
years of daily operation. No other info about the station 
was available at this time- just the same, tired tripe about 
how such operations are illegal & how many stations have 
been shut down... blah, blah, blah. 

Here is something interesting about The One That Got Away: 
On Sunday August 2, operators IDing themselves as Covert 
Broadcast Service were chased by FCC and law enforcement 
officials (official whats?) . After DFing the station in the 
Berkeley (CA) hills, a 3-hour manhunt, a high-speed chase, 
off-road pursuit, floodlights & a ground search team proved 
UNSUCCESSFUL. The FCC office in San Francisco declined 
(chuckle!) to comment on the botched operation This article 
mentioned that the FCC is taking an increasingly 
MILITARISTIC approach toward microradio stations, which 
resulted in "no- knock" commando-style raids on residences, 
arrests, confiscation of equipment and heavy fines... and 
more blah. Who are the real criminals here- those who try to 
use their right to free speech, or those "officials" who 
trespass without a warrant??? What bothers me is the terms 
"militaristic" and "commando-style"- which has been reported 
all over the U.S., not in micro-radio raids, but involving 
peaceful patriots, etc.— so has the government decided to 
step on those who wish to not only exercise their rights but 
to inform the people also? 

Speaking of patriots, a gentleman by the name of Jeff Davis 
from Austin, TX wants to lend a hand to any & all 
microbroadcasters "out there". Here is an excerpt from his 
recent newsletter, 'The Action Newsletter' : "Eight months 
ago I was invited to host a live broadcast on a micro FM 
station in central Texas. Like many people, I discounted 
so-called 'pirate' radio, because after all, no one was 
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WRONG! After two weeks of programming, 
we began receiving calls on our comment line. I have a long 
history of hosting licensed radio & TV shows and after a 
short time, the micro show was identical. Currently, I am 
the number one supporter of micro stations worldwide, 
provided your signal doesn't impose on another station. 
Although currently illegal, we must defend to the highest 
levels the right of the people to use broadcast technology 
against any system of tyrants who work to squelch free 
speech. Information is the key to victory. Please support 
brave patriots who use this technology."

This one's from George Zeller's neighborhood: (Cleveland 
Plain Dealer). Since March '98, 5 community stations here 
have been raided & shut down, 4 of these served an Hispanic 
audience. Religion, Hispanic programming, blood & bone 
marrow drives and other charitable eauses were helped by 
these stations, only to have their equipment seized by the 
FCC. Now the Cleveland, OH community is fighting to have 
these stations put back on the air, stating that these 
stations were "vital links to a growing community that is 
struggling with language 4 cultural barrier! 
the FCC would recognize their public servi 
other way." Inf ornution included committees being 
support of the statioi 
In Asheville, NC, it has been reported that although FCC 
agents and Asheville Police forced their way onto the 
property housing Free Radio Asheville they were "not allowed 
to inspect" the station, nor shut it down or confiscate 
equipment, due to the FACT they didn't have a search warrant 
OR permission to be there. Further threats of raids in the 
future have been promised if "FRA" doesn't come into 
"compliance". DJ "Ramblin' Rose" did, however, shut the 
station down that evening but would not turn the equipment 
over to the agents, pending a meeting with the FRA 
collective; afterward, this statement was issued: 
"The people need to know this is not an issue of simple 
legality; it is an issue of Freedom of Speech. The FCC is 
exercising prior restraint on speech by setting the entry 
level requirements for holding a license at a level that 
excludes the average citizen from using this broadcast 
medium. The broadcast spectrum is publicly owned and should 
be available to the public. We, the FRA, will resume our 
regular broadcast schedule on Saturday, August 29." 
Last but not least, if you get this in time or have read the 
release in alt. radio. pirate, there is to be a march on 
Washington D.C. on October 4th & 5th in support of micro 
radio. Workshops and meetings will be held, culminating in 
a live broadcast aimed directly at FCC HQ. Contact:

Numbers monitor Chris Smolinski of Maryland has recently finished work on a 
numbers station CD-ROM. The disk, titled "The Numbers Racket", is a multi- 
media CD-ROM which includes not only recordings of numbers stations, but also 
text that describes the stations, formats used by each station, frequencies & 
schedules, background information and more. The CD-ROM is organized as a 
website and can be viewed by any web browser, whether you're using Macintosh 
or Windows. The CD-ROM can be ordered directly from Chris for $20.00 in US 
funds.

I'll have an in-depth review of the CD-ROM next month. 

On 3 September 1998 at 0122 on 11107 I heard a YL/EE E17 station with a 5F 
message in progress. Once the message was over, I kept listening to the 
frequency waiting for the carrier to drop, it stayed on the air for about 1 0 minutes 
when it sent a tone and a single "398" and went off the air. After about 30 seconds 
the carrier came back on the air. A few more minutes passed and a couple more 
"398's" were sent. Finally, at the top of the hour it repeated 398 and went into a 
message, the same one ! had copied at 0122. It's not necessarily odd to hear a 
station repeat a message an hour later, but it is certainly unusual to hear a 
message repeated on the same frequency. 

P7X has been active again lately. You can catch it on 5431.5 and 5779.5 
parallel during the evening hours. During the day it has been found on 10692.5. 
The usual 120 group CW messages and high-speed data signals are being sent. 

I've compiled a list of the Cuban V2 & M8 stations. I have posted the skeds to 
the Spooks mailing list. If you're not on the Spooks list & would like a copy, send 
me an e-mail or SASE. 

For yet more information on numbers stations, check out Simon Mason's 
website. Simon is the author of the book Secret Signals - The Euronumbers 
Mystery. The book is now out of print, so Simon put it on his website. There are 
also plenty of other items, including full schedules of the Lincolnshire Poacher 
(E3), Cherry Ripe (E4), and two-letter callup stations E16 and G16. There are 
some photographs of QSL's from OLX (S16/M6) and KKN44 (M25), as well as 
pictures of one-time pads, a gigantic log periodic antenna atop an embassy, and 
various articles and letters. It is well worth checking out for anyone with even the 
slightest interest in numbers stations. The URL is
